cient, it will bo remembered, offered a 
reward cf £i3,000 to any person or per- 
sons who could suggest a really efficient 
method cf Betting rid cl tho pest; but, 
although thii liberal offer led to tho re- 
ceipt of no fewer than .2,000 schemes 
froa all parts cf tho world, ncno~t>f 
them was re-garded as satisfactory, and 
tho offer was withdrawn. Tho domestic 
cat was introduced, and in certain lim- 
Ittd areas did much service. Poisons 
were largely resorted to, and ferrets, 
stoats and weasels have been imported 
in thousands into some of tho colonies 
and have increased fast 
Bat hitherto 


tho rabbits, owing to tho rate at which 
they multiply, have managed not only 
to hold their own, but to constantly 
spread over new ground, carrying de- 
struction with them wherever they go. 


In South Australia, for Instance^ tho 


direct loss f rod tho rabbits has been pat 
down at £250,000 per anmiTn and tho 
indirect loss at a similar amount In 
Victoria the active operations for tho 
destruction cf rabbits oa crown lands 
have been carried on by tho government 
since 1SSO, and from that date to tho 
middle cf IS34 a total of nearly £300.- 
000 had been spent by the state on that 
object As for tho money spent by pri- 
vate Individuals for tho samo purpose, 
that is almost incalculable, but it may 
be mentioned that en one estate alono 
cpward cf £15,000 have been expended 
by the owner, with tho view cf clearing 
his land cf the pest 


In the 17 years ending with 1893 


nearly C?,000,CMX> rabbit tKns, valued 
at £402,000, were exported from Vic- 
toria, without counting the large quan- 
tities used by hat manufacturers in the 
colony, one establishment alone using 
3 74, i 00 every year. Ytt, notwithstand- 
ing all this slaughter, the present in- 
fested area throughout the colony ia es- 
timated by the chitf inspector at no less 
than 37,750,000 acres. Adding to tho 
direct expenditure tho depreciations cf 
the grazing values cf the land, tho loss 
to the colonies concerned amount to 
millions of jwunds sterling. 


The final outcome of royal commis- 


sions, cf international conferences and 
of the testing cf every practical method 
of extermination, is that tho most effec- 
tual method of dealing with tho evil is 
found to be tho construction cf rabbit 
proof netting, by means of which the 
nTiimr.l^ can be iept from areas not yxt 
inf ested, can be shut c3 from food sup- 
plies, and can be more effectually dealt 
with locally.
